All That Was Said by the Deca- 


tur Elder Against the 


Evangelist 


Short Pretext by Dr. Chapman—Marvels 


•t the Christian Preacher's 


Conduct. 


In last evening's issue of the REPUBLI- 


CAN the action of the Decatur Pastors 
on the Elder Hall articles in the Chris- 
tian Standard was given, showing that 
the ministers who with Mr. Hall were 
identified with the union revival con- 
ducted by Dr. Chapman, do not endorse 
the surprising utterances of the Elder, 
but hasten to make a protest in writing 
which has been forwarded to the 
Standard for publication. 


ELDER HALL'S FIRST ARTICLE. 


Below is the first article of Elder Hall 


to the Standard published in April: 


THE PNION MEETING AT DECATDR,'iLL. 
For a year it had been talked about. 


Several years before, B. Pay Mills had 
been here, and had accomplished a good 
work. At that time Bro. Pinkerton was 
our pastor here, and he captured over 
100 of the card ligners. This time the 
Pastors'Antance selected as the evan- 
gelist for the occasion Dr. J. Wilbur 
Chapman, a Presbyterian a friend of 
Mills, and a man pf national reputation, 
having at one time been the pastor of 
Bethany Church, Philadelphia. He has 
recently held some great meetings, 
noticeably the one at Detroit, where 
more than 4,000 cards were signed. 
Naturally, we expected great things— 
that is, some of us did, but some of us 
did not. 


There were 10 churches cooperating in 


the undertaking, embracing the leading 
congregations of the city. The commit' 
tees were made up from the best mate- 
rial obtainable, and selected fairly from 
the several churches. In all his prelim- 
inaries, and, indeed, in all his work, Mr. 
Chapman is a striking imitation of Mills. 
The pamphlets he sends out to prepare 
the way of h,is coming are almost an ex- 
act reproduction of those sent out by 
Mills. He has one additional feature)* 
however; he sends a forerunner into the 
field a week in advance of his own ap- 
pears ncc. This is Mr. J. H. Elliott, of 
Y. M. C. A. fame, and a very pleasant 
man he is, too, and quite a good Bible 
reader. In many things he is "not far 
from the kingdom." 
One day ho de- 


clared his belief in the fact that there 
was no Old Testament church. 
Dr. 


Oneal, one of the Methodist pastors, 
took him to task saying, "Why, if that 
were true, it would do away with our 
infant baptism!" 
I was sitting near, 


and could not refrain from remarking, 
"Well, it ought to, Doctor!" 
But 


another day Mr. Elliott declared that he 
thought "water'' did not mean water, 
but toord, in John iii, 5. I went to his 
room and took him to task for it, carry- 
ing with me an armful of the world's 
best authorities to show that he was 
mistaken in his conclusions, but he re- 
fused to see the light. I then asked him 
why they did not preach Acts ii, 38, 
Acts svi, 31-35, etc. I told him it pained 
my heart to see 2,000 people hang spell- 
bound under the earnest preaching of 
Dr. Chapman, and then to have them 
sent away without being told seripturally 
what to do to be saved. Mr. Elliott left 
a week before the meetings were ended 
here, for their next place. For the most 
part his work was very satisfactory, as it 
was simply conducting the morning ser- 
vice of prayer for men at 8:30, and the 
meeting for workers at 9:30. Then in 
the afternoon he helped in the general 
services, 
and 
on 
Sunday 
nights 


preached to the women, while Dr. Chap- 
man addressed the men. 


The meetings were held in the Opera 


House, where for five Sundays previous 
I had preached myself, and taken pains 
to declare the whole counsel of God, and 
to ridicule certain modern methods of 
conversion. I aui morally certain that 
this had a good deal to do with the 
meager results of the work here, for con- 
sidering the support he had, and the im- 
mense amount of red tape used in the 
work, Dr. Chapman's visit to Deeatur 
was not a remarkable success at all. 
We have hundreds of men that could 
ecoro far greater victories under similar 
circumstances. 
He is a smooth, easy, 


fluent talker, but as he seldom varies 
his gestures, tone of voice, style of dis- 
course, and manner of conducting the 
service, he scon grows monotonous. 
His sermons are real pretty little things, 
abounding in death-bed stories, ac- 
counts of hair-breadth .escapes, and 
little tidbits of poetry. 
He scarcely, 


preaches a sermon without quoting 
Mills 
and 
Moody. 
He tells their 


stories over and 
over every 
place 
he goes, I suppose, till he has them 
down fine. Personally he is very pleas- 
ant—real affable, loving, refined, and as 
gentle as a lamb. He wouldn't say any- 
thing to cross anybody's feelings for any- 
thing. He said: "I am not here to tell 
yon tfhat chuich to join; you can't make 
ujy mistake joining any church in Dec*-, 
tur." , iH«6 nearer once quoted the great 
commission, nor Peter s answer to in- 
quiring sinners on Pentecost. His texts 
were usually some fragment of a verse 
from the -Old Testament. One day he 
spoke from the words, "And Peter." His 
first address to men only was an exceed- 
ingly tame affair. His last was some 
better. On the day of prayer, after we 
preachers had worked bard to get some- 
thing overfa hundred places of .business 
to close up after Si30j he had a fairly 
representative audience of business men. 


Here is a copy of his card, which, his 


ushers, assistants, and the ministers 
were called upon to circulate assiduously 
throughout the revival, ^n season and 
out of season: 


"DO IT now." 


'I have an honest desire henceforth to 


live a Christian life.. I aek the people of 
God to pray for me.

After the sermon, which was usually 


thirty to forty minutes in length, Dr. 
Chapman would have all Christians in 
th* house bow their head?,-and keep 
them bowed while he adced sinners to 
manifest their fesire of salvation by 
arising, or often by merely lifting the 
hand. And it waa amazing to some of 
u* how many hands he could see! ' His 
appeals were made night after night in 
almost the same words, and name degree 
of emotion. While the choir sang •ome- 
thing softly the worker* would make a 


thorough canva»of the audience wttn. 
the card* Then the general audience 
would be diamiawd, and the deeply in- 
terested ones in vited to remain. After a 
few short talks and prayers, the carda 
were passed again. Including Mr. Elli- 
ott's work, the meetings lasted three 
weeks, and yet resulted in less than a 
thousand signatures, which in nianym- 
etances mean practically nothing. Pol- 
lowing are the official figures as given 
out by the Y. M. C. A. secretary,who had 
charge of the cards until their delivery 
in bunches to the several pastors: 
First M. E. church, 156; Presbyterian 


church, 136; Baptist church, 133; Grace 
Methodist church, 109; Congregational 
church, 58; Christian church, 57; United 
Brethen church, 57; no preference, 65; 
German Methodist church, 20; Church 
of God, 17;. Cumberland Presbytsrian 
church, 15; Episcopal church, 4; Free 
Methodist church, 3; German Lutheran 
church, 3; Ad ventiat church, 2; Catholic 
church,!; Evangelical Lutheran church, 
1; Jewish church, 1; Friends' church, 1; 
Unitarian church, 1. ' Total, 830. 
In view of the fact that Jwe had just 


received 171 additions into our congrega- 
tion, and that I had ppoken often and 
earnestly against this half-way style of 
conversion, we feel complimented to 
have received so many of the cards. 
Quite a number of the fifty-seven ex- 
pressing a preference for our church 
have united with us. but we feel that re- 
sults have been very unsatisfactory, con- 
sidering that we sacrificed a splendid in- 
terest, which gave us 29 additions the 
last two nights before the union meet- 
ings, commenced, But as our church is 
one of the strongest here, and stands for 
every good word and work, we felt in 
duty bound to go into the union effort. 
I doubt, however, if we could be per- 
suaded to do so again under similar cir- 
cumstances. 
In his after meetings Dr. Chapman 


was very sensible. He allowed no long 
harangues from the miraculously (?) con- 
verted. He plead with all not to trust 
in their feelings, but in Christ. Urged 
everybody to "trust and obey." 
He 


preached the importance of receiving 
the Holy Ghost, but never once the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. He made spe- 
cial effort in behalf of the men,and indeed 
many hard fellows were melted to tears 
from time to time. On popular amuse- 
ments and public sins he was very mild 
—I thought lacked back-bone. In short, 
his whole work seemed to be woefully 
deficient in completeness. 
But who 


could do better under the same condi- 
tions? A union evangelist, depending 
on all churches for support, is under 
severe restraint, and Dr. Chapman prob- 
ably did as well as anyone could have 
done—yes, better than most of them. 
He is not as strong a man as B. Fay 
Mills, and I think' ^weakens hhnself in 
his close imitation of the latter. But he 
is doing good, I think. 


The music was in charge of Peter Bil- 


horn, who was suffering from a cold and 
overwork together, and was n'nally com- 
pelled to leave. Our Bro Elmer Ever- 
man was present two nights and led, and 
then Professor Butts, of New York, came 
to the rescue. Bro. Patterson, the chor- 
ister of our church, was chairman of 
the Music Committee, and furnished the 
leaders a chorus of over one hundred 
voices; but they were poorly utilized, 
and the music was no very attractive 
feature of the meeting. 


Before the meetings began the several 


churches were assessed an aggregate of 
$675 to cover expenses of advertising, 
entertainment of leaders, rental of build- 
ing, fete. But I have just heard that the 
Finance Committee finds that this sum 
is inadequate by about 8200. Our church 
was apportioned 975, which we paid. 
Like Mr. Mills, Dr. Chapman depends 
upon free-will offerings for his salary 
and that' of his singer. This was worked 
with great diligence through envelopes, 
and it is supposed, upon good authority, 
that the receipts were about 8400. 


The churches have been continuing 


with special services, and have gathered 
in a fairjpercentage of the card signers, 
We are going right on with our meet- 
ings, and have enrolled a number of the 
names expressing a preference for our 
people; but, take it all in all, we feel 
that the union meeting was a compara- 
tive failure. We are positive that we 
could have gathered in scores more if 
we could have continued the great meet- 
ing in which we were engaged when the 
union meetings interfered. 


Did we find any difficulty in co-operat 


ing? Oh, no. We went into it expect- 
ing to swallow a good deal that we 
wouldn't relish, and to we swallowed it 
and kept still. That's the way to unite 
now-a-days, and I expect 'tis a good 
thing for us occasionally. 
The evening 


before Dr. Chapman left we preachers 
and our wives had a banquet at the 
hotel, and after the ten courses or so 
were served, we said pleasant things to 
each other. I don't suppose Peter and 
Paul ever sat down to so fine a spread in 
their lives, and certainly they never had 
a more fraternal time anywhere than we 
had. Yes, our people ough^t to go into 
union meetings. 
We appreciate the 
truth more when we get back home. 
Our church had many workers in the 
audience at the various services, and 
they carried some of the right kind of 
cards-ton: fiaddttion totheregulationvari- 
ety. Bat we came out of it all with the 
full assurance that the nullenial of a 
whole gospel is yet in the future so far 
ae union evangelistic efforts are con- 
cerned. The old notion of an instan 
taneous conversion is still preached with 
all the variations, and it remains the 
painful duty of Disciples to preach the 
faith as it was once delivered to the 
saints if we want it preached at all. 
This is Wednesday .We had 8 additions 


lost night, and 11 Sunday, making a 
grand total of 236 to date since oor re- 
vival began, January 21. We will, per- 
haps, close Sunday until our new Taber- 
nacle is ready in May, as our old house 
is too small for the best results.

And 
while you wero^here one of your Cincin- 
nati ushers visited Decatur, and as- 
sured me of numerous things that make 
my article all the more justifiable. If 
you wish to believe that "the loading 
men of my denomination (the Christian 
church is undenominational) do not feel 
as I do regarding your work, and the 
work of thoee like you, you may, but I 
assure you, as one who knows whereof 
he speaks, that you are laboring under 
a delusion, for my brethren have never 
vet been known to endorse a half gospel. 
We believe in union and are willing to 
sacrifice to bring it about. That's why 
I behaved as nicely as I could while you 
were here,.but I did not endorse much 
that was done and said, or rather, per- 
haps I should say, much that was neg- 
lected and unsaid. I truly feel that you 
are doing but a surface work. You teach 
the old dogma of an instantaneous corner 
sion, ringing all the changes along that 
line—a theory that is utterly without 
scripture foundation, and that is delud- 
ing precious souls everywhere apd mak- 
ing sceptics by the thousands. You stu- 
diously ignore the subject of baptism, 
when you know that Peter, Paul, Philip 
and all the New Testament evangelists 
ever preached it as one of the conditions 
of pardon. You said that no mistake 
could be made in joining any church in 
Decatur. There are Catholics here and 
such a remark is both unchristian in the 
true sense and un-American. I am frank 
to say that you did the best you could 
under the circumstances, but if I were 
in your place I would not remain long 
under t such circumstances. 
I would 


rather be free to preach the truth, the 
whole truth, just as it is in God's word, 
and let others do the policy work that 
you have to do in trying to please every- 
body. 
The reason that I said you lacked 


backbone is that you seemed absolutely 
cowardly, or else under severe constraint 
on the popular evils of the day, like sa- 
loonism, gambling, dancing, political 
corruption, etc. But go on and do the 
best you can in your way. Much of 
your work is in harmony with the book, 
I rejoice to say. I would that it all 
might be. Do preach the whole gospel. 
You may not win so many cards but will 
win more souls.

WASHINGTON, May 15.— The supreme 


conrtof the United States yesterday 
affirmed the judgment of the supreme 
court of Ohio, thereby sustaining- the 
validity of the law requiring insur 
ance companies to make reports ol 
their business, assets, etc. The opin- 
ion was announced by Justice White, 
in the case of the Baffle Insurance Co., 
of Cincinnati, which appealed from 
the judgment of the Ohio court in 
favor of the auditor of the state. 


The same justice also announced the 


judgment of the supreme court of the 
United States in the case involving the 
validity of the law of Ohio assessing a 
tax of one-tenth of 1 per cent upon 
the capital stock of companies seeking 
consolidation under its laws. The 
new Wabash Railroad Co. offered 1700 
as the fee in payment for filing the 
articles of incorporation and consol- 
idation, being one-tenth of 1 per

corporation. 


Secretary of State Ryan demanded 
952,000, one-tenth of the capital stock 
of the consolidated corporation. The 
supreme court of Ohio sustained the 
validity of the charge, and that judg- 
ment was affirmed by the supreme 
court of the United States, on the 
ground ' that the corporation having 
elected to take advantage of the bene- 
fits conveyed by the laws of Ohio, can- 
not complain of the fees exacted by 
the state, which are within its power 
to fix and assess.

A bill granting a pension of 1100 a month to

House bill to authorize the Toxarkana & 


Shreveport Railroad-Co, to bridge the Sulphur 
river in Arkansas was taken from the calen 
dar and paused, with two amendments. 


Also senate bill to regulate enlistments in 


the army of the United Slates. This bill re- 
peals so much of the army appropriation bill 
for the present year as provides that no 
private shall be re-enltsted who has served 
ten yean or more and who Is over 
years of age, except such as have already 
served as enlisted men for twenty years or up- 
ward It also provides that hereafter all e n- 
Iistments4n the army shall be for the term of 
three years, and that no soldier shall be again 
enlisted whose service during his last preced- 
ing term of enlistment has not been honest 
and faithful; and that In time of peace no per- 
son who Is not a cltUsn of the United States, 
or who cannot speak, read and write the En- 
glish language, shall be entitled to enilst In 
the army for the first time, provided that the 
foreign requirements as to entllstment In time 
of peace shall not apply to the enlistment 
of Indians, it further provides that the 
'period within which such soldiers may enilst 
with the benefits conferred by sections 1,383 
and 1.9M of the Revised Statutes be extended 
to three months, and hereafter every enlisted 
man In the army, excepting general service 
clerks and general service messengers shall 
be entitled to all benefits conferred by sections 
1,281 and 1283, provided that to entitle to the 
additional pay authorized by section 1,282, for 
men serving In third, lourth and fifth years, 
the service must have been continuous within 
the meaning of this section. 


Upon the resumption of discussion of the 


tariff bill, Mr. Hale made further Inquiries as 
to the changes going on every hour and 
every day m the bill. The air, Mr Hale said, 
was thick with rumors that there were provi- 
sions In the bill simply put In In torrorem over 
the great Industries of tne country in order to 
bring their rcprcscniitives to Washington to 
clamor for changes, which would then bj 
granted 
There were six or eight of the great 


appropriation bills which would have to be 
passed between now and July, and not one of 
them could be brought before the senate while 
the tariff bill stood in the way. If these ap
